O Domestic violence affects ‘everybody, every family,’ 
EPS says O Intimate partner violence ‘most common 
and potentially lethal problems dealt with by police’ 


Police investigated more than 6,700 
domestic violence incidents last year, but 
members of the EPS Domestic Offender 
Crimes Section (DOCS) say that’s a good 
thing. 

DOCS members told a police 
commission meeting on Thursday the 
number of violence investigations they 
worked on in 2010 is “high,” but that 
means victims are speaking out. 

“People are phoning us and the commu¬ 
nity realizes it’s not acceptable behaviour,” 
said Insp. Bill Spinks. “The numbers are 
growing, but they want to come forward, 
they want to participate in doing 
something about it. Our community agen¬ 
cies are working hard with us to stop 
domestic violence.”

Brownfields 
turning green?

The city is hoping to rid Ed¬ 
monton of unsightly 
brownfields by costing 
their corporate owners 
some green. 

Slated for review this 
coming week is a report on 
a split tax proposal set to 
encourage the cleanup and 
revitalization of dozens of 
vacant, contaminated 
spaces. 


Coun. Tony Caterina said 
the brownfields issue has 
long been “a pain in their 
side,” citing one on Wh 5 fte 
Avenue that’s been vacant 
for at least a decade. 

He says part of the prob¬ 
lem lies with the legisla¬ 
tion, which falls under the 
province, allowing property 
owners to benefit from low¬ 
er market values and low 
tax. 

A split tax being pro¬ 
posed would see higher tax 
rates for underused land. 


unless measures for im¬ 
provement are taken, mak¬ 
ing it expensive for lots to 
stay idle. 

The other side of the 
“split” is an exemption in 
tax over time for redevel¬ 
oped spaces. 

Caterina said the Brown¬ 
fields issue is an old and 
complex one. 

At one point, $200,000 
grants were being offered 
for remediation and 
cleanup of the spaces but 
there wasn’t a single taker.

O 8% of city’s 842 parks already herbicide-free 0172 
municipalities across 7 provinces have passed bylaw 


An outright pesticide ban 
could turn out to be a pest 
itself, which is why city ad¬ 
ministration is seeking an 
alternative. 

Council’s transportation 
and public works commit¬ 
tee will look next week at 
the feasibility of restricting 
or eliminating the use of 
pesticides on public and 
private lawns and gardens. 

“We could afford to re¬ 
duce or eliminate,” said 
Coun. Linda Sloan, “al¬ 
though I know there have 
been some suggestions 
from certain (members of) 
the industiy that don’t 
want that to occur.” 

A city report says an 
overall ban would be diffi¬ 
cult to enforce, result in

higher maintenance costs 
and lead to a decline in 
green space. 

The suggestion is there¬ 
fore that commonly used 
pesticides be subject to a 
higher level of scientific 
scrutiny. Any products con¬ 


taining any carcinogens 
would be subject to restric¬ 
tion. 

The first bylaw restrict¬ 
ing pesticide use passed in 
Quebec in the early 1990s. 
The report does indicate 
there has been some oppo¬ 
sition — especially in Cal- 
gaiy, where a fully 
developed bylaw was put 
on hold in December 2009. 

“If Edmonton can’t do it, 
can’t meet that standard, 
then administration needs 
to tell us why,” said Sloan. 

A complete ban would 
nearly double the $7.19-mil¬ 
lion turf-weed manage¬ 
ment budget, while the 
screening would cost be¬ 
tween $30,000 and 
$100,000. • HEATHER MCINTYRE

Key finding made 
m ‘cell smade’ 


A research team from the 
University of Alberta Fac¬ 
ulty of Medicine & Den¬ 
tistry has discovered how 
common viruses cheat 
death, therefore allowing 
the virus to spread and in¬ 
fect the body. 

Prof. Tom Hobman, 
Prof. Ing Swie Coping, 
and Dr. Carolina Ilkow 
have found out how the 
Rubella virus stops cells 
from “committing sui¬ 
cide” when they become 
infected. 

“There are suicide pro¬ 
grams that can be trig¬ 
gered by virus infections,” 
said Hobman. “One of the 
most potent antiviral de¬ 
fences is to trigger this 
cell suicide program so 
that the cell dies before 
the virus gets a chance to 
replicate again.” 

This discovery could 
enable scientists to stop 
the virus at an earlier 
stage, before it infects the 


2,000 

Between 2,000 to 
8,000 Canadians die of 
the influenza virus 
and it’s complications 
annually, according to 
I the Public Health 
Agency of Canada. 

body. 

“The next steps are to 
look at other viruses,” 
said Hobman. “We’re fo¬ 
cused mainly on West 
Nile Virus, but we plan to 
look at other related 
viruses, ideally viruses in 
which there are no vac¬ 
cines.” 

Hobman said that if the 
discovery is true with 
these other viruses, then 
a treatment could be 
made that would be effec¬ 
tive for multiple viruses. 

“That would be, really, 
the holy grail of antiviral 
drugs.”

O Teen in Berlusconi sex scandal 
wants $20,340 for an interview 
O Says she’s ‘been hurt so much’ 


The Moroccan teenager at 
the centre of the 
Berlusconi sex scandal says 
“all the gold in the world” 
could not make up for the 
suffering she has endured. 

In an email exchange 
with The Associated Press, 
the teen nicknamed Ruby 
the Heartstealer says she 
has been “treated as a 
prostitute by all the Italian 
and foreign media.” 

“I WANT TO BE 
COMPENSATED for having 
been hurt so much,” Ruby, 
whose real name is Karima 
el-Mahroug, wrote to the 
AP in Italian. 

Ruby, now 18, requested 
$20,340 for a full TV 
interview from the AP, 
sajdng: “I don’t do 
an54:hing for nothing.” 

Italian Prime Minister 
Silvio Berlusconi was 
indicted Tuesday on 


charges he paid for sex 
with Ruby when she was 
17 and under age, then 
used his influence to cover 
it up. 

The abuse of influence 
charge relates to efforts by 
the premier to get Ruby 
out of the custody of Milan 
police when she was 
detained in May for an un¬ 
related suspected theft. 

His trial begins April 6 
in Milan. Berlusconi, 74, 
has denied ever paying for 
sex. He has called the accu¬ 
sations “groundless.” 

Ruby has denied a sexu¬ 
al relationship with Berlus¬ 
coni, sa 5 dng he never “put 
a finger on me.” 

But she said he had giv¬ 
en her $9,500 on their first 
meeting. Ruby said at the 
time she gave her age as 
24, rather than 17.

Troops and tanks locked 
down the capital of the 
tiny Gulf kingdom of Man¬ 
ama, Bahrain after riot po¬ 
lice clubbed and fired tear 
gas at demonstrators. 
Many were sleeping, dur¬ 
ing the pre-dawn assault 
Thursday. Medical officials 
said four people were 
killed. 

Hours after the attack 
on Manama’s main Pearl 
Square, the militaiy 
announced a ban on gath¬ 
erings, sa 5 dng on state TV 
that it had “key parts” of 
the capital under its con¬ 
trol. 

After several days of 
holding back, the island 
nation’s Sunni rulers un¬ 
leashed a heavy crack¬ 


down, tiying to stamp out 
the first anti-government 
upheaval to reach the 
Arab states of the Gulf 
since the uprisings in 
Tunisia and Eg 5 q)t. In the 
assault, police tore down 
protesters’ tents, beating 
men and women inside 
and blasting some with 
shotgun sprays of 
birdshot. 

It was a sign of how 
deeply the Sunni monar¬ 
chy — and other Arab 
regimes in the Gulf — fear 
the repercussions of a pro¬ 


longed wave of protests, 
led by members of the 
country’s Shiite majority 
but also joined by growing 
numbers of discontented 
Sunnis. 

The assault may only 
further enrage protesters, 
who before the attack had 
called for large rallies for 
Friday. 

“We are even angrier 
now. They think they can 
clamp down on us, but 
they have made us angri¬ 
er,” Makki Abu Taki, 
whose son was killed in 


the assault, shouted in the 
hospital morgue. 

“We yelled. We are 
peaceful! Peaceful!’” said 
protester Mahmoud Man- 
souri. “The women and 
children were attacked 
just like the rest of us.” 

Dr. Sadek Al-Ikri, 44, 
said he was tending to sick 
protesters at a makeshift 
medical tent in the square 
when the police stormed 
in. He said he was tied up 
and severely beaten, then 
thrown on a bus with oth¬ 
ers. 

“They were beating me 
so hard I could no longer 
see. There was so much 
blood running from my 
head,” he said.

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Bizarre blasts 
spark stampede 


O Some 4,000 residents evacuated to stadium in Dar es Salaam, children

Thousands of people crowd¬ 
ed a stadium for safety 
Thursday after a Tanzanian 
military ammunition depot 
exploded and showered the 
city of Dar es Salaam with a 
series of blasts Wednesday 
night and Thursday morn¬ 
ing, killing at least 25 and 
prompting a stampede get¬ 
away. 

In the mayhem of 
residents fleeing the blasts, 
more than 150 children 
lost track of their parents, 
and officials appealed for 
mothers and fathers to re¬ 
port to the stadium to 
reunite with their 
offspring. 

“People were just 
miming, so some children 
were lost in the mobs of 
people. Now at the centres

we are trying to get them 
connected with their rela¬ 
tives,” Red Cross worker 
Julius Kejo said. 

When the explosions 
hit, thousands of people 
living in nearby neighbour¬ 
hoods fled. Families 
scattered, separating 
parents from their 
children. 

Hidan Ricco, the head of 
Tanzania’s Red Cross disas¬ 
ter management team, said 
there were about 200 unac¬ 
companied children at the 
stadium, some of whom 
are only months old. A city 
official appealed for 


parents to find their 
children. 

“We can’t figure out 
how these children ended 
up here,” Ricco said. “We 
don’t know where are their 
mothers.” 

President Jakaya 
Kikwete promised an inves¬ 
tigation into the 
explosions, the second fatal 
military ammo dump 
explosion in Tanzania's 
commercial capital in less 
than two years. An 
accident at a Dar es Salaam 
military base in 2009 killed 
more than a dozen people.

There are tons of makeup 
artists out there. How does 
one get to be a celebrity 
makeup artist? 

It’s the practice. I work 
with lots of celebrities 
and I got there because, 
obviously, I think I was 
good (laughs).

Who was your first celebri¬ 
ty? 

Celine Dion. I was 
working on the CBC 
Olympic Games and that’s 
how we got acquainted. 


My ex-husband used to 
coach her on her English, 
and when she hosted her 
first Junos in 1995, he 
wrote her script and I 
worked on her image. 
That’s how ever 5 d:hing 
started. 

So be honest: Are they really 
better looking than the rest 
of us, or is it just good 
craftsmanship? 

It’s not that they are bet¬ 
ter looking, but there are 
more people looking after 
them. It’s their job to look 
good, and they’re veiy 
aware of that so they real¬ 
ly take care of themselves; 
they exercise, eat well, 
they have lots of people 
pampering them. I’m sure 
everybody with the same 


regime would look a cou¬ 
ple of years younger. 

Is there a simple thing we 
can do ourselves to at least 
approximate that? 
Exfoliation. I see lots of 
buildup from makeup. 

Use brown sugar at home 
with your favourite 
cleanser and scrub your 
face before you go to bed. 
You don’t have to buy an 
expensive product. The 
sugar will melt so the 
granules won’t be too 
harsh and scrape your 
face.

Ice age Britons drank 
from human skulls and 
may even have eaten flesh 
and bone marrow, but 
they were far from 
barbarians. 

That’s the conclusion 
of experts studying the 
oldest known examples of 
“skull cups,” found in a 
cave in southwest 
England. 

The bowls look almost 
like works of art, ritual 
items laced with 
meaning. Look more 
closely, however, and it 
becomes clear they are 
made from human skulls. 
Scientists say they are the 
oldest known carbon-dat¬ 
ed skull cups, said by ex¬ 
perts to be about 14,700 


years old. 

British scientists writ¬ 
ing in the Public Library 
of Science journal main¬ 
tain the cups were 
fashioned in such a metic¬ 
ulous way that the only 
credible explanation for 
their manufacture is that 
they were used as bowls 
to hold liquid. If the 
hunters and gatherers 
simply wanted to eat the 


deceased person’s brains, 
there would have been far 
easier ways to get at 
them, scientists said. 

Experts believe the rare 
cups — two made from 
adults skulls, one from a 
child thought to be about 
three years old — were 
used in some sort of ritu¬ 
al, as was common in 
many parts of the world.

WHY DO WE STAN D FOR BAD SOU N D? 



Beginning in the 
late 1940 s, weVe 
been told to 
upgrade to a new 
type of music 
playback medium 
every five or six 
years so that we are 
able to experience 
better sound. 

I f you’re brave enough to 
step into my basement, 
you will find CDs, LPs, 
12-inch singles, 7-inch sin¬ 


gles, cassettes, a couple of 
8-tracks, a pile of DAT 
tapes, assorted MiniDiscs, 
some rescued concert 
recordings on 10-inch 
reel-to-reel tape and prob¬ 
ably a couple of 78’s. 

Under the stairs is a 
pile of 12-inch Laserdiscs 
that I’m willing to let go 
cheap. (I’ll even throw in 
the player!) 

The International Stan¬ 
dard Organization has ap¬ 
proved the algorithms 
that make music as MP3 
files possible in 1991. 


Twenty years on, the 
public’s love affair with 
the format’s convenience 
seems to know no end. 

We’re firmly into the 
digital age. Global digital 
music sales reached $4.6 
billion in 2010, which 
equals about 30 per cent 
of all sales by record 
labels. 

The MP3 rules. 

But despite the severe 
high-fidelity 
shortcomings of MP3s, 
most people seem 
completely happy with 


what they deliver. (The 
same goes for Apple’s AAC 
format, which is what you 
get when you buy a song 
through iTunes.) 

Although technology 
used in today’s hard 
drives keeps driving 
the cost of storage lower 
and lower, few music con¬ 
sumers seem interested in 
switching to a better 
sounding codec like FLAG. 

A song ripped to FLAG 
is about four times larger 
than when ripped to MP3 
— but if you’ve got the 


room, who cares? 

Outside of hardcore au¬ 
diophiles, no one seemed 
bothered that the public 
is listening to music with 
sonic qualities that are 
substantially worse than 
what we heard from vinyl 
30 years ago. 

I find it strange — and 
rather depressing — that 
while we continue to de¬ 
mand bigger and better 
HD and 3-D TVs, few peo¬ 
ple are demanding that 
the audio quality of their 
music gets better.

First change: After Zep’s 
breakup in 1980, Plant 
made a string of solo al¬ 
bums with a decidedly 
modern feel, eschewing 
the emphasis on guitars 
that made his band such 
a hit. 

Big surprise: Plant’s 1985 
EP with the 


Honeydrippers was ’50s 
covers. The song Sea of 
Love became his biggest 
hit, which reportedly up¬ 
set the singer, as he 
feared he’d be known for 
this style. 

New horizons: Raising 
Sand, Plant’s first foray 
into bluegrass with 
singer Alison Krauss, is a 
commercial success and 
wins the Album of the 
Year Grammy in 2009. 
This halts any plans of a 
Zep reunion tour.

First contact: In the ’60s, 
Young established him¬ 
self as a solo artist, a gui¬ 
tarist for Buffalo 
Springfield and a collabo¬ 
rator with Crosby, Stills 
and Nash. 

First change: Singing in an 
electronic voice against 
synthesizers, 1982’s 
Trans album didn’t 
sound like an 5 hhing he’d 
done before. 


Big surprise: His follow¬ 
up, Eveiybody’s Rockin’, 
was all rockabilly tunes;

New horizons: As grunge 
became popular in the 
’90s, Young was cited as a 
major inspiration. It 
seemed to help him 
reclaim his past, while 
experimenting further. 


David Bowie 


First contact: Bowie’s 1969 
ode to astronauts. Space 
Oddity, laid the ground¬ 
work to show us that this 
was one weird artist 
worth watching. For 40 
years, he has not 
disappointed. 

First change: One of his 

first ch-ch-ch-changes 
was his invention of the 
alter-ego persona Ziggy 
Stardust, whom he used 
to dress up as throughout 
the early ’70s. 


Big surprise: After a 
decade of artsy reinven¬ 
tions and experiments, 
in the ’80s, Bowie resur¬ 
faced with Let’s Dance, a 
slick pop look and sound. 

New horizons: Bowie has 
continued to push 
boundaries, dabbling in 
noise rock and electroni- 
ca with good results. 
However, he hasn’t 
released an album of new 
material since 2003’s Re¬ 
ality.
